Mfone Employees Demand Unpaid Salaries

More than 100 former employees of 
the baakrupt mobile telephone company 
Mfone protested outside the firms" shut- 
tered office in Phnom Penh yesterday, 
demanding that they receive salaries for 
working the month of February despite 
the company having already gone out of 
business. 

The protest followed the appointment 
of an administator, nominated by the 
Phnom Penh Municipal Court to oversee 
the liq uidation of Mfone "s assets, who 
posted an announcement stating that 
workers' salaries had officially stopped 
being paid from February 1. 

Mar Samoeun, 64, an admini strative 
worker for Mfone who took part in the 
protest, said he had been at the company 
for 19 years and that he and nearly 1,200 
staff working in Phnom Penh and in the 
privince were asking that Mfone pay 
them for month of Februray. 

"1 am old now and can not really find 
another job, so I need my last payment of 
feed my family,” he said* 

Last month. Smart Mobile* which is 
owned by the Cyprusbased Latelz Co. 
Ltd*, filed a court complaint to collect 
unpaid bills from Mfone* Chinese 
telecommunications firm Huawei 
Technologies Co. Ltd. has submitted a 


complaint alleging that Mfone owes more 
that $65 million in unpaid bills and 
Norwegian- owned Eltek claims it is 
owed $3. 73 million. 

The municipal court issued two 
injunctions, one on October 18 and anoth- 
er on January 17, in order to prevent 
Mfone from selling its assets. However, 
the company in January transterred it 
roughly 400, 000 mobile phone sub- 
scribers to local phone operator Mobitel a 
move the companies who have filed 
against Mfone say flouts the court's 
injunctions. 

Staff and management from Mfone 
met with offcials at the Ministry of Labor 
yesterday in order to try and find a solu- 
tion to the dispute over salaries* 

Vong Savan, deputy secretary general 
of the labor conflict commission at the 
Ministry of Labor, said that Mfone staff 
had originally demanded 75 percent of 
their pay since work stopped at the com- 
pany in Januray* However, they agreed 
yesterday to lower their demands to 50 
percent. 

Nim Solida, a representative for 
Mfone, said the company would meet the 
workers' demands to receive 50 percent 
of their wages. 

“We agreed with the resolution of 50 
percent and included some other advan- 
tages," he said*

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Bundith Ordered to Stand Trial for Triple Shooting

The Appeal Court yesterday reinstated 
the charge of causing unintentional injury 
against Chhouk Banditti, the former governor 
of Bavet City, who is accused of shooting 
diree female garment fectory workers during 
a protest 

outside a sport shoe factory in Bavet 
City last year. 

But human rights groups criticized 
theAppeal Court’s three-judge panel for 
sending the case right back to the Svay 
Rieng Provincial Court, the very court 
that inexplicably dropped the shooting 
charge against Mr. Bundith in December 
despite eye witness accounts identifying 
the governor as the sole gunman. 

As with last week's hearings in the 
case, the Appeal Court yesterday again 
barred the public from the proceedings on 
the grounds that the hearing was merely 
part of an ongoing investigation and not a 
trial. But on leaving the courtroom, presiding 
Judge Khun Leang Meng paused to brief 
reporters on his decision to re-charge the 
government official. 

The court, he said, "decided to charge 
him [Mr, Bundith] with unintentional 
injury and to send him to the Svay Rieng 
Provincial Court to be tried by the law/ 
Being an investigation. Judge Leang 
Meng said the Appeal Court had no power 
to issue an arrest warrant for Mr. Bundith, 


who has remained free ever since the 
February 20, 2012, triple shooting of the 
three young women outside a Bavet City 
factory making shoes for the German 
sports brand Puma. 

Neither Mr. Bundith nor his lawyer, 
Mao Samvutheary, appeared in court yesterday 
to hear the decision. An assistant to Ms. 
Samvutheary attended instead, but declined 
to speak with reporters after the hearing. 

Mr Bunditffs three alleged victims-Keo 
Nea, 19; Bun Chenda, 21; and Nuth 
Sakhom, 23 -all emerged from the courtroom 
with smiles and welcomed the judges' 
decision, 

" I think that he [Judge Leang Meng] 
has given us justice/ said Ms, Nea, who 
was struck by a bullet in the right arm in 
the shooting, 

" I was excited when 1 heard that 
Chhouk Bundith would still be charged," 
she said. " I cannot reject this decision 
because it is the judge's decision, even 
though he is [only] charged with uninten- 
tional injury." 

Despite the celebratory tones expressed 
by the shooting victims, the decision did 
not sit so well with Ath Thom, president 
of the Coalition of Cambodian Apparel 
Workers Democratic Union, who wanted 
to see the appeal Court bring new charges 
against the former city governor.

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Hun Sen Says Teacher Pay Raises Unfeasible

The government cannot afford to raise 
teachers' salaries more than the 20 percent. 
Prime Minister Hun Sen said yesterday 
not unless thousands of educators are laid 
off and the total number of teachers is 
reduced to the same level as in the 1970s. 

Speaking at the gradutation ce remony 
for more than 1,000 teachers in Phnom 
Penh, Mr. Hun Sen emphasized that, 
while opposition politicians have promised 
teachers a higher minimum wage if elected 
in July, such promise were unfeasi ble in 
today's Cambodia, he said. 

“Shall we reduce [the number of] 
teachers to only 40,000 [to teach] 1 million 
students, ..[then] the teachers' salaries will 
be increased/’ Mr, Hun Sen said, harking 
back staffing levels in the 1960s and early 
1970s when 40, 000 teachers taught 1 
million students, as opposed to 3,5 million 
students and 140,000 teachers today. 

“! hope that teachers, govern ment 
officials and armed forces understand that 
the 20 percent increase is our best effort 
already,” Mr, Hun Sen added. 


Last week, the opposition Cam bodian 
National Rescue Party (CNRP) submitted 
a new law to the National Assembly for 
considera tion that would institute a minimum 
monthly wage of $250 for civil servants. 

But Mr. Hun Sen yesterday dis missed 
the CNRP's initiative as mere election- 
eering ahead of the July polls. 

“They promise to reduce taxes and 
increase the civil servants [pay], but 
where do they get the money from?” Mr. 
Hun Sen asked. 

The CNRP has suggested the funding 
for increased salaries could come from 
taxes on casinos and economic land con- 
cessions. 

Rong Chhun, president of the Cambodian 
Independent Teachers' Association, said 
that even a 20 percent rise would only put 
salaries for primary school teachers at $60 
per month and those of high school teachers 
at $132 

"Twenty percent is not enough because 
the inflation rate is still high,” Mr. Chhun 
said, adding that it was pointless to compare 
the teachers' situation now to more than 
40 years ago. 
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KR Tribunal Stopped by Strike Over

Proceedings at the Khmer Rouge 
war crimes tribunal were halted yesterday 
when Cambodian staff from the 
Interpretation and Translation Unit (ITU) 
went on strike, saying they would not 
return to work utilities are paid their 
salaries. 

The strike -the first in the tribunal's 
history-was announced as the hearing 
began, when the voice of a Khmer- to- 
English interpreter came over the live 
feed and said that staff fix) from the ITU 
would strike with immediate effect until 
they are paid three months worth of over- 
due wages, 

"Mr. President, a message from the 
interpreters," the speaker said in refer- 
ence to Trial Chamber President Nil 
Nonn. "Mr. President and your honors 
and parties to the proceedings, we, the 
ITU staff of the ECCC, arenow imple- 
menting our work boycott. We won't get 
back to work until our salaries for 
December 2012 and January and 
February 20 1 3 are paid. 

" The Trial Chamber judges quickly 
convened to decide how to proceed with” 
out the help of the interpreters. After 45 
minutes, the hearing resumed, but the 
court was informed by the ITU that it 


would only continue for another half hour 
because "after that, it is not technically 
feasible to continue," a French -to -English 
translator said, speaking on behalf of his 
national counterparts. 

Before proceedings stopped, the 
judges told the court that co-accused leng 
Sary had been hospitalized that morning, 
and that the testimony of expert witness 
Philip Short, which was scheduled for 
yesterday, would be delayed. 

National staff at the tribunal have 
been threatening to strike since January 
over a worsening financial crisis that has 
seen most of them 

go unpaid since November. They 
have also been working without any 
employment contracts since the begin- 
ning of the year. 

Speaking by telephone on condition 
of anonymity, and directly after ITU staff 
were called into a meeting with manage- 
ment following 

the prematurely adjourned hearing, 
one of the national court interpreters said 
that 30 staff from the unit had decided 
they had no choice but to strike. 

"Everyone shares the same con- 
cerns," the interpreter said. "We are not 
going back to work unless the demand in 
our statement is met." 

He said unit staff had been "afraid" 
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of the court's Office of Administration for 
"a long time, n and felt that it had only 
offered empty promises that staff would 
eventually be paid if they held out and 
waited, 

"But at this point in time, we have 
been very patient, very polite, and I think 
patience has its limits," the interpreter 
said. "We can't keep working without pay 
for three months in a row without 
employment contracts; I can't find any 
reason why staff would work." 

The interpreter added that the Office 
of Administration, which is headed by 
acting director Tony Kranh, "is doing its 
best to make sure we can be suppressed, 
intimidated and cajoled to calm down and 
stay as calm as possible over the next few 
weeks or months," Yesterday's meeting 
was the first time Mr. Kranh personally 
met with the unit staff, the interpreter 
said. 

After being asked to return to work 
in the morning meeting, the unit staff 
again met with a representative from the 
office in the afternoon 

and staff were told their boycott had 
been carried out without proper grounds 
and warning to judges. They were also 
told that they would not be paid unless 
they returned to work, and that the U.N. 
was looking to find replacements 
for them, the interpreter said. 

Mr. Kranh hung up twice on a 
reporter yesterday 

The interpreter also called on the 


government to "stop interfering in court 
affairs" and suggested political interference 
in the case was the reason national staff 
are going unpaid. 

Court monitors have said that long- 
standing allegations of political interfer- 
ence give rise to reticence among donors. 

While other media reports yesterday 
inferred that the onus is on donor countries 
to solve the salary crisis. Article 15 of the 
ECCC agreement between the U.N. and 
the government actually states that 
"salaries and emoluments of Cambodian 
judges and other 

Cambodian personnel shall be 
defrayed by the Royal Government of 
Cambodia" 

In principle, the government and 
U.N. are supposed to take care of national 
and international salaries, respectively. In 
practice, salaries on both the national and 
international sides are largely funded by 
donors. 

The government pledge of $ 1 .8 million 
toward the court's 20 1 3 budget, however, 
has done little to contribute meaningfully 
to the payment of salaries, and a failure to 
pay the staff effectively means that the 
government ts in breach of the agreement. 

Reached by telephone yesterday, Ek 
Tha spokesman for the Office of the 
Council of Ministers, said the government 
did not have the means to contribute any 
more, and called on donor countries to 
step in and pledge money. 

"The government has no budget 
available to contribute to the ECCC," he 
said, "because the government contribution 
for the ECCC already exceeds the com- 
mitment from the national budget to the 
country's Supreme Court by 2, '57 percent 
and to the Confine to Page 12 
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Appeals Court by 3<X) percent" 

"In terms of the ECCC, the 
international side cannot work 
without the national side/ he said. 
"In other words, a bird cannot fly 
with one wing." 

Mr, Tha appealed to donor 
countries to meet the shortfall. 

According to its revised budg- 
et for the year, the national compo- 
nent needs $9.4 million to fulfill its 
operational obligations. 

Court press officer Neth 
Pheaktra said he had no prior 
knowledge of the ITU intentions, 
and was " surpri sed" when they 
announced 
the strike. 

In an email, Mr. Pheaktra said: 
"Other national staff that are facing 
the same problems as their col- 
leagues at the ITU will also boycott 
their work if they still do not get 
paid, because they cannot survive. 
All staff play a crucial role to main- 
tain the good function of ECCC." 

Yesterday was the day Mr. 
Short, expert witness and author of 
'Pol Pot Anatomy of a Nightmare," 
was supposed to give testimony. 
With no end in sight to the 
strike and Ieng Sary in Khmer- 


Soviet Friendship Hospital, it is 
unclear if or when Mr. Short will be 
heard in court. 

Ieng Sary's international 
defense lawyer Michael Karnavas 
said outside court yesterday that he 
learned at 7:10 am. that his client 
was being taken to the emergency 
ward. 

"We understand he had exces- 
sive diarrhea and was vomiting," 
Mr. Karnavas said, adding that " it 
would be fanciful to say that for 
someone like Short that Ieng Sary 
would waive his right to be present" 

He also said that while this 
strike is "regrettable, it is under- 
standable." 

"Behind every face, there's a 
family that relies on this," he added. 

Ky Bousuor, a doctor at 
Khmer-Soviet Friendship Hospital, 
said Ieng Sary arrived at 7:30 am. 

"He had a stomach ache and 
heartburn," Dr. Bousuor said. "We 
don't know how long he will stay in 
hospital; it depends on the situation 
of hts illness," 

After the announcement of the 
strike and halt in proceedings, 
some 500 people who were visiting 
the court from Kom pong Speu and 


Takeo provinces went home largely 
disappointed, 

Thap Bun Theang, 58, who 
traveled from B ante ay Meanehey 
province in the hope of attending 
an afternoon session, voiced his 
unhappiness at being unable to wit- 
ness proceedings. 

"I want to see how the court 
proceeds, whether it's fair or not," 
he said. 

Panhavuth Long, a program 
officer for the Cambodian Justice 
Initiative, said it was becoming 
ever clearer that funding and health 
problems are two of the court's 
biggest battles. 

"Funding is a big issue and 
health issues are continuing to be 
an alarming issue that may inter- 
rupt the proceedings of the ECCC," 
he said. 

"I think it's very important that 
staff get paid,... This is a test of 
whether the Cambodian govern- 
ment is committed to the rule of 
law and ending impunity and pro- 
viding more support so they could 
involve the proceedings to go 
ahead."

thi s case caused a lot of damage, so the charge 
should be intentional murder/' he said. 

Local human rights groups Ad hoc 
and the Cambodia Human Rights Action 
Committee (CHRAC), an umbrella organization 
of some 20 groups, criticized the judges 
for sending the case back to Svay Rieng 
province and the same court that dropped 
the charge against Mr, Bundith in 
December. 

Mr Bundith is also still employed as 
a government official in Svay Rieng 
province. 

"We are concerned that the investi- 
gation will take place under the jurisdiction 
of Svay Rieng Provincial Court, which 
has proven once before that it may be sus- 
ceptible to political pressure exerted by 
Mr. Bundith and his supporters," CHRAC 
and Adhoc said in a joint statement. 

The statement also called on the 
provincial court "to ensure that the rein- 
vestigation into the case against Mr. 
Bundith is conducted to the highest fair 
trial standards." 

"A meaningful investigation into the 
shooting is necessary, not only to provide 
justice to the victims, but to assert the 
independence of the judiciary in 
Cambodia" 

While human rights workers yester- 
day said they took the Appeal Court's 
decision to mean there would be a full 
reinvestigation into the case. Judge Leang 
Meng said that was not on the agenda. 


"We sent this case to the Svay Rieng 
Provincial Court to go straight to trial; we 
did not send it for re investigation," he 
said, declining to explain why, 

Svay Rieng Provincial Court direc- 
tor Pech Chhoeut also said there would be 
no re investigation of Mr. Bundith. 

"According to the law, we do not 
have the right to reinvestigate this case," 
he said. "We will send it directly to trial." 

During hearings at the Appeal Court 
last week, Mr. Bundith admitted to the 
court that he had fired a pistol into the air 
during the protest, but he claimed that he 
had no idea where his bullets went 

More than 20 police officers who 
were on duty during the factory protest 
and the shooting of the three workers told 
the Appeal Court that they had heard gun- 
shots, but did not see who had fired them. 

However, one officer, Prasat com- 
mune deputy police chief Long Phom, 
testified last week to seeing Mr, Bundith 
level his pistol at the demonstrating facto- 
ry workers and fire into the crowd, hitting 
at least one person. 

On Friday, Mr. Phom said one of his 
superiors subsequently called him to crit- 
icize his testimony and that he felt con- 
cerned for his safety and that of his fami- 
ly.
